MAIN FEATURES 


The January 1990 seasonally adjusted estimate of employed 
persons was 7,870,800, an increase of 25,200 since Decem- 
ber 1989. A decrease of 12,500 in full-time employment was 
offset by a rise of 37,600 in part-time employment. Male 
employment rose slightly, by 7,600 to 4,628,700. Female 
employment rose by 17,500 to 3,242,000. The underlying 
trend in employment is still one of growth, although the rate 
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of growth in employment continues to fall, as it has since 
June 1989. The fall in the rate of growth has been greater for 
full-time employment than for part-time employment. 


Trend estimates for males aged 15-19 employed full time 
have continued to decline since July 1989, following con- 
tinuous growth since January 1988. For females aged 15-19 
employed full time, trend estimates have been reasonably 
steady since January 1989 (see graphs on page 2). The 
graphs show that for both males and females aged 20 and 
over, full-time employment continues to grow, but at a 
slower rate over recent months. 


The seasonally adjusted estimate of unemployed persons for 
January 1990 was 524,100, an increase of 27,600 over the 
December 1989 estimate. The main component of this in- 
crease was a rise of 10,100 in the number of females looking 
for full-time work. The number of males aged 15-19 looking 
for their first full-time job increased by 4,500. 


Trend estimates of unemployed males looking for full-time 
work, for those aged 15-19 and those aged 20 and over, both 
show growth since mid 1989. Trend estimates of unemployed 
females aged 15-19 looking for full-time work continue to 
decline, while for females aged 20 and over the estimated 
number has been generally increasing since May 1989. 


The January 1990 seasonally adjusted estimate of the un- 
employment rate was 6.2%, an increase of 0.2 percentage 
points since December 1989. The seasonally adjusted rates 
for males and females both increased, to 5.8% and 6.9% 
respectively. 


The January 1990 seasonally adjusted estimates of the un- 
employment rate for the States were: Victoria 4.6%, New 
South Wales 6.3%, Queensland 6.9%, South Australia 6.9%, 
Western Australia 7.5%, and Tasmania 9.0%. 


The seasonally adjusted estimate of the participation rate 
for January 1990 was 63.8%, a rise of 0.3 percentage points 
since December 1989, and the highest level recorded by the 
survey. Similarly, the January 1990 participation rate for 
females of 52.2% was a record high for the survey.

MAIN FEATURES 


‘The February 1990 seasonally adjusted estimate of employed 
persons was 7,855,300, a small fall (7,300) since January 
1990. Full-time employment fell by 16,000, while part-time 
employment rose by 8,700. The number of employed males 
decreased by 12,500 to 4,620,200 and female employment 
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rose by 5,300 to 3,235,000. While trend estimates of employ- 
ment have been increasing, the rate of growth continues to 
decline. 


Trend estimates of employed persons show differing patterns 
from State to State (see graphs on page 2). In recent months, 
Victoria, Queensland and Western Australia have shown 
growth, Tasmania has experienced steady employment, and 
in New South Wales and South Australia employment has 
declined. 


The seasonally adjusted estimate of unemployed persons 
rose by 27,600 to 542,000 in February 1990. The main com- 
ponents of this increase were: persons looking for full-time 
work (a rise of 12,200 for females and a rise of 7,300 for 
males) and females looking for part-time work (a rise of 
7,400). Trend estimates of unemployed persons have shown 
successive increases since September 1989. 


The seasonally adjusted estimate of the unemployment rate 
was 6.5% for February 1990, compared with 6,1% in January 
1990, The seasonally adjusted estimates for males and 
females were 5.9% and 7.3%, increases of 0.2 and 0.5 per- 
centage points respectively. 


The February 1990 scasonally adjusted estimates of the un- 
employment rate for the States were: Victoria 5.0%, New 
South Wales 6.6%, Queensland and Western Australia 7.0%, 
South Australia 7.6%, and Tasmania 8.1%. 


Trend estimates of the unemployment rate vary from State to 
State (see graphs on page 3), For Victoria, Queensland and 
Tasmania, recent trend estimates have been steady. For New 
South Wales, South Australia and Western Australia, trend 
estimates have been increasing in recent months. 


The seasonally adjusted estimate of the labour force par- 
ticipation rate for February 1990 was 63.7%, the highest 
level recorded by the survey. The female participation rate of 
52.3% was also the highest recorded.

MAIN FEATURES 


The March 1990 seasonally adjusted estimate of 
employed persons was 7,816,900, a fall of 38,400 
since February 1990. Full-time employment fell by 
14,300, and part-time employment fell by 24,000. Male 
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employment fell by 22,900 to 4,597,400 and the num- 
ber of employed females fell by 15,500 to 3,219,500, 
with female part-time employment falling by 13,100. 
Trend estimates of employment for females continue to 
increase, though the rate of growth has slowed in recent 
months. For males the trend estimates of total and full- 
time employed have decreased in recent months. 


The seasonally adjusted estimate of unemployed per- 
sons in March 1990 was 510,000. This estimate is a 
fall of 32,000 from the February estimate and was 
primarily the result of a fall of 18,200 in the number of 
females looking for full-time work and 13,600 in the 
number of females looking for part-time work, Trend 
estimates of unemployed persons have continued to in- 
crease. The trend is one of increase for persons looking 
for full-time work, and steady for persons looking for 
part-time work, 


The seasonally adjusted estimate of the unemployment 
rate was 6.1% for March 1990, compared with 6.5% in 
February 1990. Seasonally adjusted, the male un- 
employment rate remained at 5.9% while the female 
unemployment rate fell 0.8 percentage points to 6.5%. 


The March 1990 seasonally adjusted estimates of the 
unemployment rate for the States were: Victoria 4.7%, 
New South Wales 6.1%, South Australia 6.8%, 
Wester Australia 7.0%, Queensland 7.1% and Tas- 
mania 7.8%. 


The seasonally adjusted estimate of the labour force 
participation rate for March 1990 was 63.1%, a fall of 
0.6 percentage points since February 1990. The male 
Participation rate fell 0.5 percentage points to 75.0%, 
and the female participation rate fell 0.8 percentage 
points to 51.5%.

MAIN FEATURES 


The April 1990 seasonally adjusted estimate of employed 
persons was 7,861,000, a rise of 44,100 since March 
1990. Full-time employment rose by 12,600 to 6,196,600 
and part-time employment rose by 31,500 to 1,664,300. 
Male employment rose 23,300 with an increase of 16,900 
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in full-time employment. Female employment rose by 
20,700, with part-time employment increasing by 25,000. 
Trend estimates of employment for males have been 
declining gradually since December 1989. For females, 
trend estimates continue to increase slowly. 


The seasonally adjusted estimate of unemployed persons 
in April 1990 was 520,400, a rise of 10,500 since March 
1990. Male unemployment rose by 15,600 to 303,200 
while female unemployment fell 5,200 to 217,200. The in- 
crease for males was due exclusively to a rise in the num- 
ber seeking full-time work. Trend estimates of persons 
seeking full-time work continue to increase, while trend 
estimates of persons seeking part-time work have shown 
successive small monthly falls since October 1989. 


The seasonally adjusted estimate of the unemployment 
rate in April 1990 was 6.2%, compared with 6.1% in 
March 1990. Seasonally adjusted, the unemployment rate 
for males rose by 0.3 percentage points to 6.2%. The 
female unemployment rate fell 0.2 percentage points to 
6.3%. Trend estimates of the unemployment rate for 15 to 
19 year-olds seeking full-time work are increasing for 
both males and females. The underlying trend is one of 
increase in the unemployment rate for males aged 20 and 
over seeking full-time work but for females the rate has 
been steady in recent months (see graphs on page 3). 


The April 1990 seasonally adjusted estimates of the un- 
employment rate for the States were: Victoria 4.7%, New 
South Wales 6.2%, South Australia 6.9%, Western 
Australia 7.3%, Queensland 7.6% and Tasmania 8.4%. 


The seasonally adjusted estimate of the labour force par- 
ticipation rate for April 1990 rose by 0.3 percentage 
points to 63.4%. The male participation rate rose by 0.5 
percentage points to 75.5%, while the female participation 
tate rose by 0.2 percentage points to 51.7%.

MAIN FEATURES 


The May 1990 seasonally adjusted estimate of employed 
persons was 7,903,100, a rise of 42,100 since April 1990. 
Full-time employment rose by 41,300 to 6,237,900, while 
part-time employment stood at 1,665,200. Male employment 
tose by 22,300 to 4,643,000 with an increase of 15,200 in 
full-time employment. Female employment rose by 19,900 to 
3,260,200, with a rise in full-time employment of 26,100. 
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Trend estimates of employment for males have steadied in 
recent months, while for females the trend of slow growth 
continues. Compared with May 1989, the May 1990 trend 
estimate of employed persons increased by 2.3%. For full- 
time employment, there was an increase of 1.3% and for 
part-time employment the increase was 6.2%. 


In recent months, trend estimates for employed persons show 
similar patterns from State to State (see graphs on page 2), 
Most States are showing either slow growth or relatively 
steady employment levels. 


The seasonally adjusted estimate of unemployed persons in 
May 1990 was 546,100, a rise of 25,700 since April 1990. 
Male unemployment rose by 8,200 to 311,400 and female 
unemployment rose by 17,500 to 234,700. Females seeking 
part-time work increased by 13,600. Trend estimates of un- 
employed persons continue to increase, and since May 1989 
have risen by 6.0%. 


The seasonally adjusted estimate of the unemployment rate 
in May 1990 was 6.5% compared with 6.2% in April 1990, 
Seasonally adjusted, the unemployment rate for males in- 
creased by 0.1 percentage points to 6.3%, while for females 
it increased by 0.4 percentage points to 6.7%. 


The May 1990 seasonally adjusted estimates of the un- 
employment rate for the States were: Victoria 5.3%, New 
South Wales 6.1%, South Australia 7.4%, Western Australia 
7.5%, Queensland 7.9% and Tasmania 8.8%. 


Trend estimates of the unemployment rate show differing 
patterns from State to State (see graphs on page 3). For New 
South Wales, Victoria, Queensland and Western Australia 
trend estimates have been increasing. For South Australia 
and Tasmania, they have been steady in recent months. 


The seasonally adjusted estimate of the labour force par- 
ticipation rate for May 1990 was 63.8%, an increase of 0.4 
percentage points since April 1990 and the highest level 
recorded by the survey. The male participation rate rose by 
0.3 percentage points to 75.8% and the female participation 
rate rose by 0.5 percentage points to 52.1%.

MAIN FEATURES 


The June 1990 seasonally adjusted estimates of employed 
persons show little change from the May 1990 estimates, 
Total employment rose slightly (by 3,000) to 7,906,100 in 
June. Male employment, at 4,638,000, was some 5,000 
less than the May estimate, while female employment rose 
by 7,900 to 3,268,100. Full-time employment continued 
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its succession of rises since March 1990, but the increase 
(4,800) was relatively small. 


Trend estimates for employed persons by full-time, part- 
time status show differing patterns of growth (see graphs 
on page 2). The rate of growth is strongest for females 
employed part time. For males, the rate of growth for both 
full-time and part-time employment has steadied in recent 
months. 


The seasonally adjusted estimate of unemployed persons 
in June 1990 was 562,400, a rise of 16,200 since May 
1990. Male unemployment stood at 309,700, similar to the 
May estimate. Female unemployment rose by 17,900 to 
252,600, mainly owing to the estimate of females seeking 
full-time work rising by 18,200, Trend estimates of un- 
employed persons continue to increase. 


The seasonally adjusted estimate of the unemployment 
rate in June 1990 was 6.6% compared with 6.5% in May 
1990. Seasonally adjusted, the unemployment rate for 
males was unchanged at 6.3%, while for females it rose 
by 0.5 percentage points to 7.2%. Trend estimates of the 
unemployment rate show differing trends (see graphs on 
page 3). For males seeking full-time work and seeking 
part-time work, trend estimates of the unemployment rate 
have shown strong growth in recent months, For females 
seeking full-time work the trend is of slower growth, 
while for females secking part-time work trend estimates 
of the unemployment rate have declined in recent months. 


The June 1990 seasonally adjusted estimates of the un- 
employment rate for the States were: Victoria 5.4%, New 
South Wales 6.3%, South Australia 7.1%, Western 
Australia 7.7%, Queensland 8.2% and Tasmania 9.4%. 


The seasonally adjusted estimate of the labour force par- 
ticipation rate for June 1990 was 63.9%, similar to the 
May 1990 estimate. The male participation rate fell by 0.2 
percentage points to 75.6% and the female participation 
rate rose by 0.3 percentage points to 52.4%.

The July 1990 seasonally adjusted estimate of employed 
persons was 7,936,800, a rise of 30,700 since June 1990. 
The main component of the increase was a rise of 24,700 
in female full-time employment. Male part-time employ- 
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ment rose by 10,400. Male full-time employment and 
female part-time employment were relatively steady. 


For males, trend estimates of employment have shown 
small increases since March 1990. For adult females, 
trend estimates of employment continue to show strong 
growth, mainly due to rises in full-time employment (see 
graphs on page 2). 


The seasonally adjusted estimate of unemployed persons 
in July 1990 was 592,100, a rise of 29,800 since June 
1990. Male unemployment rose by 27,100 to 336,800, 
mainly owing to an increase of 22,300 in the number of 
males seeking full-time work. Female unemployment 
stood at 255,300. The underlying trend for unemployed 
persons is one of increase. 


The seasonally adjusted estimate of the unemployment 
rate in July 1990 rose by 0.3 percentage points to 6.9% 
compared with June 1990. The unemployment rate for 
males rose by 0.5 percentage points to 6.8%. For females, 
the unemployment rate was unchanged at 7.2%. 


Trend estimates of the unemployment rate continue to in- 
crease. For both males and females aged 15 to 19 looking 
for full-time work, there have been strong rises since 
December 1989. For adults, trend estimates of the un- 
employment rate have also risen in recent months, but at a 
slower rate (see graphs on page 3), 


The July 1990 seasonally adjusted estimates of the un- 
employment rate for the States were: Victoria 6.4%, New 
South Wales 6.6%, South Australia 7.2%, Western 
Australia 7.6%, Queensland 8.3% and Tasmania 9.2%, 


The seasonally adjusted estimate of the labour force par- 
ticipation rate for July 1990 was 64.2%, the highest level 
recorded by the survey and an increase of 0.4 percentage 
points since June 1990. The male participation rate rose 
by 0.4 percentage points to 76.0%. The female participa- 
tion rate rose by 0.3 percentage points to 52.8%, also the 
highest level recorded by the survey.

The August 1990 seasonally adjusted estimate of 
employed persons was 7,893,300, a fall of 43,600 since 
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July 1990. Male employment fell by 18,800, with a 
decline of 11,500 in full-time employment. Female 
employment fell by 24,800, mainly due to a decline of 
19,900 in full-time employment.

August 1990. Male employment was virtually unchanged 
and stood at 4,624,600. Female employment decreased by 
13,000 to 3,254,200, with falls of 7,100 in full-time 
employment and 5,900 in part-time employment, 


Trend estimates for females employed full time continue 
to increase, although at a decreasing rate (see graphs on 
page 2). For male employment and female part-time 
employment, trend estimates seem to have reached a 
plateau. 


The seasonally adjusted estimate of unemployed persons 
in September 1990 was 633,600, a rise of 13,900 since 
August 1990.

The number of males employed full 
time rose by 14,000 to 3,983,700 and female full-time 
employment rose by 20,000 to 1,894,900. Part-time 
employment fell by 9,600 to 1,782,000 with a decrease of 
16,600 in female part-time employment offsetting a rise of 
7,100 in the number of males employed part time.
